Through  a  carefully  selected 
faculty,  rich  in  cultural  and  personal  achievement,  his 
administration  has  broadened  the  basis,  strengthened  the 
services  and  extended  the  influence  of  the  college.  In 
the  security  of  membership  in  the  North  Central  Associ- 
ation and  the  Association  of  American  Universities, 
achieved  during  this  administration,  Hendrix  has  quali- 
fied for  support  from  the  church,  from  business  and  pro- 
fessional leaders,  and  from  various  national  philanthropic 
boards  and  agencies.

Books  are  bought 
with  interest  from  a  fund  be- 
gun by  the  Century  Bible 
Class  of  the  First  Methodist 
Church  in  Little  Rock.  The 
fund  has  now  passed  $3,000. 
♦A  special  school  for  supply 
pastors  which  was  held  at 
Hendrix  in  March  will  be  con- 
tinued in  future  years.  Thir- 
ty-three pastors  attended  the 
school  this  year.  ♦Mrs  Leon 
Karel,  the  former  Miss  Nan 
McHenry,  succeeded  Mrs.  Dale 
Ford  in  March  as  a  piano  in- 
structor in  the  preparatory  de- 
partment of  music.  Mrs  Kar- 
el's  husband  is  in  the  airborne 
division  of  the  army  and  is 
now  in  France.  ♦More  than  50 
selected  volumes  from  Dr.  C. 
J.  Greene's  personal  library 
were  recently  given  to  the  Li- 
brary by  Mrs.  Greene.  Dr. 
Greene  before  his  death  had 
already  given  a  number  of  his 
valuable  books  to  the  Library. 


President  Ellis  Comes  July  1st 


Dr  Matt  L.  Ellis,  who  left 
the  Hendrix  faculty  in  1941  to 
become  president  of  Hender- 
son State  Teachers  College  at 
Arkadelphia,  will  become 
president  of  Hendrix  on  July 
1  succeeding  Dr.  J.  H.  Rey- 
nolds. 

Dr.  Ellis  will  be  the  fourth 
Hendrix  president  since  the 
school  has  been  located  at 
Conway.  Others  were  Dr.  A. 
C.  Millar(1887-1902, 1910-1913), 
Dr.  Stonewall  Anderson  (1902- 
1910),  and  Dr.  J.  H.  Reynolds 
(1913-1945).  Rev.  I.  L..  Bur- 
row, founder  at  Altus  of  Cen- 
tral Collegiate  Institute,  the 
institution  which  became  Hen- 
drix, continued  as  president 
from  the  purchase  of  the 
school  by  the  Methodist 
Church  in  1884  until  1887. 

Dr.  Reynolds  announced  his 
approaching  retirement  a  s 
president  of  Hendrix  last  De- 
cember and  a  committee  of 
the  board  of  trustees  at  that 
time  was  named  to  select  a 
successor.  Formal  election  of 
Dr.    Ellis    occurred    at  the

spring  meeting  of  the  board  at 
Hendrix  on  April  10. 

The  selection  of  Dr.  Ellis 
is  expected  to  be  highly  re- 
ceived by  alumni,  ex-students 
and  the  present  student  body 
of  Hendrix,  as  well  as  through- 


out the  Methodist  Church  and 
business  circles  of  the  state. 

Dr.  Ellis  is  a  native  of  Ark- 
ansas. He  was  born  at  Ben 
Lomand,  Little  River  County, 
in  1901,  but  grew  up  in  Lockes- 
burg.  His  family  removed  to 
Arkadelphia  after  he  entered 
college. 

In  1917  Dr.  Ellis  entered 
former  Henderson-Brown  Col- 
lege at  Arkadelphia  and  show- 
ed an  interest  in  social  science, 
philosophy  and  natural  sci- 
ence. He  received  the  bachel- 
or's degree  from  Henderson- 
Brown  in  1921, taught  physical 
science  in  the  college's  acad- 
emy two  years,  then  went  to 
Yale  University,  where  he  re- 
ceived the  master  of  arts  de- 
gree in  1925.  After  another 
period  as  teacher  of  philoso- 
phy and  Bible  at  the  Arkadel- 
phia college,  he  returned  to 
Yale  for  further  graduate 
study  and  obtained  his  doc- 
tor's degree  in  1933.  He  again 
returned  to  the  Henderson 
faculty.

Future  Challenges  Christian  College 


"It  is  indeed  a  great  honor  to  be  invited 
to  succeed  so  distinguished  an  educator  as 
President  J.  H.  Reynolds,  'spiritual  adven- 
turer, courageous  leader,  sincere  and  good 
man.'  Under  his  able  administration  Hen- 
drix College  has  made  a  proud  record  of 
great  achievement. 

"With  deep  appreciation  of  expressions 
of  confidence  by  many  friends,  I  shall  count 
it  a  high  privilege  to  work  with  the  men 
and  women  of  the  Hendrix  faculty  and  with 
other  Hendrix  friends  in  maintaining  high 
educational  standards  in  a  college  definitely 
related  to  the  Church  and  dedicated  to  an 
enlarged  ministry  in  Christian  education. 

"At  perhaps  no  time  in  our  history  has 
the  church-related  liberal  arts  college  faced 
greater  responsibility  or  greater  opportunity. 
The  tensions  and  strains,  the  frustrations  and 
resentments,  the  restlessness  and  uncertainty, 
which  characterize  many  minds  today  will 
continue  to  make  life  adjustment  difficult 
in  postwar  years.  The  contemporary  scene 
multiplies  and  magnifies  the  needs  of  stu- 
dents for  religious  guidance  and  for  the  de- 
velopment of  a  Christian  philosophy  of  life. 


Hendrix,  belonging  in  that  group  of  schools 
that  are  'keepers  of  the  light,'  must  meet  the 
tests  of  difficult  days  and  continue  to  prove 
that  it  is  well  prepared  for  Christian  charac- 
ter building. 

"Alert  to  demands  for  such  modifications 
in  program  as  are  required  to  meet  chang- 
ing needs,  Hendrix  should  have  the  curricu- 
lum and  the  extra-curriculum  which  the  col- 
lective judgment  of  her  leaders  may  decide 
are  most  effective  in  the  college  experience 
of  young  men  and  young  women  who  repre- 
sent the  future  leadership  of  church  and 
state.  Many  of  these  students  will  need  the 
help  of  able  counselors  in  finding  areas  of 
usefulness  in  the  work  of  the  world  into 
which  they  can  adequately  fit  themselves 
and  from  which  they  can  derive  lasting  sat- 
isfaction. 

"It  is  my  greatest  hope  that  Arkansas 
Methodists  might  through  the  years  think 
of  the  school  at  Conway  as  the  College  of 
their  Church.  Through  our  cooperative  ef- 
forts we  must  make  and  keep  Hendrix  'Christ- 
ian without  apology  and  Methodist  with 
pride'."  —MATT  L.  ELLIS.
